WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — Be- 
tween 1919 and 1930 the privately 
owned electric and gas utilities had 
the ultimate objective of creating 
a halo around all their practices, 
‘including financing, the Federal 


Trade Commission declared today 
in its sixth and fina) installment of 
its preliminary report to the Senate 
on its investigation of the power 
systems of the country. 

The results of the campaign, the 
Trade Commission found, were that 
“only in a few instances was there 
any approach to effective state reg- 
ulation” and that the losses of in- 
vestors in uitlities securities were 
in the billions. 

Commenting on the privately 
owned utilities’ propaganda efforts, 
the report said that the utilities 
proclaimed the sufficiency and vom- 
plete efectiveness of State regula- 
tion as a foil to any further Fed- 
eral or local regulation, or to any 
form of public ownership and op- 
eration. 

“In many States,” the report con- 
tinued, “the utilities engaged in di- 
rect political activities against any 
project of a public nature, and in 
favor of men and measures agree- 
able to the privately owned utility 
program, 

Flood of Utility Issues. 

“Thus was attempted to be cre- 
ated,” the commission said, “a firm 
belief by the general public in the 
soundness and value of all security 
issues of privately owned utilities. 

“How fully this was attained ap- 
pears from the harvest that came 
| from sales of their security issues 
in the years 1928 and 1929, as shown 
lin the various financial reports and 
studies now in the record of this 
investigation. It is true that these 
were boom years in all stocks. But, 
relatively speaking, no other indus- 
| try put out such a quantity and 
_variety of issues as did many pri- 
| vately owned electric and gas utili- 


|ties and their holding companies. 
Additional superholding companies 


were also created which issued se- 
curities almost without limit, often 
with little or no regard for the un- 
derlying soundness of or necessity 
for such issues—in a field devoted 
to public use, and supposedly regu- 
lated as local monopolies. Among 
the holding companies that brought 
forth and sold large quantities of 
such issues were: Insull Utilities In- 
vestments, Inc., and Corporation Se- 
curities Co. of Chicago (Insull com- 
panies); Associated Gas & Electric 
Co. group (the Hopson and Mange

First of all, no 
one has assembled, and it is likely 
that no one can assemble, the vary- 
ing prices and amounts paid. In 
any attempt to measure the loss it 
would be impossible to segregate 
losses due to the depression in gen- 
eral, and likewise it would be im- 
possible to say how much these 
campaigns for utility stock sales 
had to do with the unsound rise 
of the whole investment structure 
which finally collapsed. However, 
it would probably not be over-stat- 


ing to say that the losses to 
investors in utilities securities

American Body Takes First

Noticed Canvas in Exhibi-

Reproduced in Magazine.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The Na- 
tional Academy of Design last 
night announced the expulsion of 
Stephen Bransgrove from associate 
membership. Jonas Lie, president 
of the academy, said Bransgrove 
was expelled “for conduct consid- 
ered prejudicial to the academy.” 

“It is with regret,” he said, “that 
the National Academy finds it nec- 
essary to make public this first ex- 
pulsion since its founding in 13826, 
but it considers it a duty to itself 
and a warning to others to make 
this action public,” 

The specific charge, Lie said, was 
contained in the following para- 
graph of a resolution adopted by 
the academy’s council: “In causing 
to be exhibited at the 1934 exhibi- 
tion of National Academy of De. 
sign the painting entitled, Easy 


Heights; at the same time falsely 
representing to the jury of selection 
that it was an original work of art 
created by himself, whereas, in 
truth and in fact, it was a copy of 
a painting entitled On the Moors 
painted by one H. Septimus Power, 
and theretofore exhibited in the 
National Art Gallery of New South 
Wales in Sydney, Australia.” 

A “memorandum of facts” accom- 
panying’ the announcement said: 

“During the course of the ex- 
hibition a member of the National 
Academy recalled a colored repro- 
duction of a painting reproduce 
in the Table Talk Christmas An- 
nual which he felt resembled the 
painting by Mr. Bransgrove in the 
current exhibition. 

“An investigation of the issues of 
this publication revealed that on 
Nov. 1, 1927, there was reproduced 
in its pages a painting entitled, On 
the Moors, by H. Septimus Power 
which was identical in composition 
and conception with the painting 
by Mr. Bransgrove entitled Easy 
Heights. A publication credit line 
gave permission for reproduction 
of the painting to the trustees of 
the National Gallery.” 

The memorandum said Bransgrove 
was elected to associate member- 
ship in the spring of 1933, after a 
painting entered by him had won 
the Ellen Speyer prize of $300. 
The council’s resolution said Brans- 
grove “falsely” represented’ the 
painting to be an original work 
created by himself. 

The memorandum went on to say 
that on Nov. 3 a copy of the charges 
against him was sent to Brans- 
grove, then in Australia, with a re- 
quest that he appear before the 
council on Dec. 3. 

“Mr. Bransgrove failed to an- 
swer the summons either by letter 
or by appearance,” said the memo- 
randum. Lie said he did not know 
where Bransgrove was at present. 

In a brief autobiography at the 
time of his election to the academy, 
Bransgrove said he was born at 
Hobart, Tasmania, in 1900 and had 
studied at the Royal Art School in 
Sydney. 

An interview in a Sydney news- 
paper quoted him as saying he had 
been in the theatrical business both 
in Sydney and in New York, and 
that his pictures had been  pur- 
chased by a number of American 
art galleries, ircluding “the fine 
arts gallery at Pennsylvania, Brook- 
lyn Museum, Hartford Gallery, Con- 
necticut and Boston.

Missouri Supreme Court en banc 
today appointed nine members of 
the new Judicial Council of Missouri 
which, under the new rules of the 
court for regulation of the practice 
of law in Missouri, will make a 
study of the judicial system, pro- 
cedure and practice of law and 
make recommendations for im- 
provements. 

The Judicial Council is a per- 
manent fixture in the new system 
recently adopted by the court for 
regulation of the practice of law 
and the disciplining of attorneys 
guilty of unethical or unprofession- 
al conduct. Its duty of making 
studies of the courts, procedure and 
practice and of recommending bene- 
ficial changes will be a continuing 
one. 

Appointment of the nine mem- 
bers of the council completed the 
organization by the court of the 
agencies to carry out the new rules, 
which became effective Nov. 1. The 
rules were adopted on the recom- 
mendation of a judicial commission, 
appointed by the court, which made 
an extensive survey of the practice 
of law in Missouri.

LANSING, Mich., Dec. 11.—Thir 
teen persons were killed—some of 
them burned to death and others 
drowned when they jumped from 
windows into the Grand River— 
when fire this morning destroyed 
the Kerns Hotel in downtown Lan- 
sing, where many legislators were 
staying during a special session of 
the Legislature. 

Police and firemen said _ they 
feared that at least 20 persons 
were killed in the hotel, and that 
perhaps almost as many were 
drown in the river.

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SUPREME COURT

Justices Attor- 
neys Frequently During 
Discussion of Federal 
Regulation Measure. 


Interrupt 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — The 
Justices of the Supreme Court, 
showing their keen interest by fre- 
quently interrupting the opposing 
attorneys with questions, yesterday 


heard oral argument on the oil reg- 
ulation code. 

The oil legislation is only a sec- 
tion of the National Industria] Re- 
covery Act, but the National Re- 
covery Administration, itself, rests 
on code making. 

Explanation for Government. 

Harold M. Stephens, Assistant 
Attorney-General, said with a smile 
that J. W. Smith and five other 
oil producers in the Texas field 
had been indicted for violating a 
section of the oil code which did 
not exist. 

Stephens explained that, through 
an oversight, production of oil in 
excess of the quotas fixed — a 
charge against the companies—had 
not been declared a violation of 
the code. 

This inadvertence was remedied 
last September, but the Govern- 
ment filed suits against the oil 
concerns before then. Justice Mc- 
Reynolds and others asked wheth- 


er the Government had any case 
at all. 
Stephens argued, however, that 


the constitutionality of the section 
of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act was directly at issue. He 
said other regulations of the oil 
code were involved. 

The Justices let Stephens pro- 
ceed and the interpretation was 
that the Court would decide the 
cases on their merits. 

In that event, the Court would 
rule on the central issue involved 
in the law and the regulations un- 
der it—the right of the Federal 
Government to control oil produc- 
tion. 

Comment by Court. 

The Justices did almost as much 
commenting as Stephens and J. N. 
Saye, counsel for the Amazon Pe- 
troleum Corporation, one of the

Dr. Theobald Smith, the First 


To Prove That Insects Carry 
Disease, Dies in New York 


Microbe Hunter’s Pioneer 
Work With Texas Cattle 
Opened Way to Con- 
quest of Yellow Fever 


and Malaria. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Dr. Theo- 
bald Smith, president of the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, whose discovery that insects 
may carry disease opened the way 
to conquest of typhoid fever, chol- 
era, malaria and yellow fever, died 
yesterday. 

Dr. Smith, who was 75 years old, 
succumbed to heart disease. He 
had been admitted to New York 
Hospital to undergo treatment for a 
malignant growth in the intestines. 
Physicians had advised against an 
operation. 


Discovered That Ticks Spread Cat- 
tle Fever. 

R. SMITH won his greatest 
[) same for his studies of Texas 

cattle fever. While investigat- 
ing infectious animal diseases for 
the Department of Agriculture, he 
demonstrated between 1888 and 
1893 that ticks transmitted the dis- 
ease. 

Hundreds of northern cattle, 
shipped south, were dying of the 
malady which they apparently ac- 
quired from association with the 
southern cattle. Dr. Smith found 
the disease was caused by a microbe 
which the cattle tick took from the 
sick beasts, nourished and _ trans- 
mitted to well beasts. This was the 
first proof ever given that insect 
hosts are the essential intermediate 
agencies in the spread of some 
diseases. 

With the establishment of this 
principle, it became possible to wage 
intelligent warfare against yellow 
fever, malaria, typhus and dozens 
of other similar diseases. 

Tubercle Bacilli Discoveries. 

Next to this, his best known fre- 
search was the differentiation of 
bovine from human tubercle bacilli 
in 1896. Previously the differing 
types of disease caused by these or- 
ganisms had not been recognized. 
The significance of the discovery 


promptly was realized by Dr. Rob-| 


ert Koch, original discoverer of the 
tubercle bacillus, and it has played 
a great part in control of tubercu- 
losis. 

In 1894 he discovered what was 
probably the first example of dis- 
ease due to vitamin deficiency. 

He brought to the attention of 
scientists the existence of hyper- 
sensitive conditions which are now 
known to account for hay fever 
and certain sorts of asthma. 

His early discoveries were of use 
in the control of diphtheria. 

He discovered that human-type 
streptococci in the udder of cows 
could cause milk-borne epidemics 
of human septic sore throat. He 
learned that a nematode and a 
protozoan parasite were causing 
the death of many American tur- 
keys from a disease known as 
blackhead,

Three Injured When Ship, 
Bound From Havana to 
Santiago, Falls in Oriente 
Province.

HAVANA, Dec. 11.—Four persons 
were killed yesterday when a Ha- 
vana-Santiago passenger plane 
crashed in the hills of Oriente Prov- 


ince. 

Three of the victims were George 
H. Bunkar, 47 years old, of Yon- 
kers, N. Y., vice-president of the 
Guantanamo Sugar Co., and the 
two pilots, Torres Navarro and 
Emeterio Vorilla. 

G. Grant Mason Jr., president of 
the Cuban National Aviation Co., 
operator of the commercial plane, 
said he thought the fourth victim 
was Jose Coll, inspector of the Cu- 
ban Treasury Department. 

Three persons were injured, Man- 
uel Rodriguez, manager of the com- 
pany’s Havana airport, a steward 
named Cardenas and Cesario Ario- 
la, also a Treasury Department of- 
ficial. Jose Cabus, managing edi- 
tor of the Havana newspaper Ac- 
cion, apparently escaped injury.

An eye witness of the crash, Fe- 
lix Martin Kinderlay, said he first 
saw the plane about 7:30 a. m. yes- 
terday from Finca Marsella, ap- 
parently lost in the fog and clouds.

ARNOLD ESTATE NEED 
NOT PAY $7000 NOTE 


Furniture Man Got Loan From 
Mother 42 Years Ago to 
Start Business. 


The estate of Frederick W. Arm 
nold, estimated at nearly $750,000, 
is not responsible for the $7000 note 
he gave to his mother 42 years ago 
to enter the business on which his 
fortune was founded. 

The claim of his sister, Mrs. 
Emma Sugent of New York, who 
received the note from Arnold's 
mother before her death in 1922, 
was disallowed by Circuit Judge 
Hamilton today, after reviewing the 
case on appeal from the same deci- 
sion in Probate Court. 

Arnold was co-founder with the 
late David Sommers of the D. Som- 
mers Furniture Co. He had been 
retired for 10 years prior to his 
death in 1931. His estate was left 
to his widow, with disbursements 
for several charities. 

Mrs. Sugent filed her claim short- 
ly after his death, alleging he had 
intended to pay the note he gave 
his mother in 1892 to secure her 
loan to him of funds with which 
to enter the furniture business with 
Sommers. 

Arnold’s mother, Mrs. Amelia Ar- 
nold, received about $7000 insurance 
at the time of her husband's death, 
Mrs. Sugent alleged. This money, 
all she possessed, was lent to her 
son, then a salesman for H. J. Na- 
than & Co., a St. Louis firm, to en- 
ter business with Sommers. 

To Have Opportunties. 

“She gave this money to her 
son,” it is set forth in a brief filed 
by Mrs. Sugent’s attorneys, “saying 
that it was all she had, but that 
she wanted Frederick to take ad- 
vantage of his opportunities.” He 
issued the note to secure repay- 
ment. 

Each year Mrs. Arnold wrote “in- 
terest received” and _= signed her 
name on the back of the note, thus, 
her daughter alleges, keeping it a 
legal obligation not to be outlawed 
by time. This was done, she stated, 
at the direction of Arnold, who told 
his mother: “Now, Mama, you must 
put your name on the back of that 
note because that is what keeps it 
alive.” 

Throughout her lifetime, Arnold 
contributed substantially to his 
mother’s support, it is alleged, and 
at one time told her that these pay- 
ments were to be considered as in- 
terest. When a helpless invalid, 
Mrs. Arnold moved to New York, 
Mrs. Sugent attended to her busi- 
ness affairs, and received, “to keep 
as a gift,” the $7000 note, by then a 
tidy fortune in itself if accrued in- 
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terest were paid.

private interests in this country” 
and declared that the campaign was 
“carefully considered and planned 
by responsible heads of the indus- 
try.” 

“The record in this investigation,” 
the commission said, “established 
conclusively that the electric and 
gas utilities, since about 1919, have 
carried on an aggressive country- 
wide propaganda campaign. In it 
they have used not only their own 
agencies, but had enlisted outside 
organizations in active, and often 
secret, aid. In it they have literally 
employed all forms of publicity ex- 
cept ‘sky-writing, and frequently 
engaged in efforts to block full ex- 
pression of opposing views. 

“The record shows that this prop- 
aganda had for its objective the 
disparagement of all forms of pub- 
lic ownership and operation of util- 
ities and the preachment of the 
economy, sufficiency and general 
excellence of the privately owned 
utilities. The record establishes that, 
measured by quantity, extent and 
cost, this was probably the greatest 
peace-time propaganda campaign 
ever conducted by private interests 
in this country.” 

The installment made public to- 
day was the final and summarizing 
portion of the preliminary report 
made to the Senate. The six in- 
stallments dealt only with the prop- 
aganda phase of the Commission's 
investigation. Later the Commis- 
sion will state its general conclu- 
sions and make suggestions and rec- 
ommendations for remedial legis 
lation, as called for in the Senate 
resolution authorizing the investi- 
gation. 

The Commission pointed out in 
today’s installment that when the 
investigation was first proposed by 
the late Senator Walsh of Montana 
and when congressional action 
seemed imminent on Muscle Shoals 
and Boulder Dam, the electric, gas, 
street railway and telephone inter- 
ests revived the Joint Committee 
of National Utility Associations, 
which was expected to be the 
“mouthpiece” of substantially all 
the privately owned utility interests. 
“The telephone interests with- 
drew,” the report explained. “The 
street railway interests took only 
a minor part. Thus it came about 
that the electric and gas indus- 
tries supported this revival of the 
Joint Committee in the proportion 
of about 75 per cent to 25 per cent, 
respectively. Later, the electric in- 
dustry assumed practically its en- 
tire support. The purpose of its 
revival was frankly stated to be 
to provide a common spokesman 
for the united industries in legisla- 
tive and other public matters. A 
Washington office, with staff, was 
established.” 

Referring to the history and the 
objectives of the propaganda cam- 
paign, the report said: 

“Whether or not Samuel and 
Martin J. Insull were, in 1919, the 
originators of the utilities public 
relation and propaganda plan, they 
were at all events among its earli- 
est and most active promoters.. 
However, regardless of who con- 
ceived or first promoted, the record 
is clear that influential men gener- 
ally in the industry readily adopted 
the so-called Illinois plan, sponsored 
by the Insulls, as the model for 
their association activities, and car- 
ried on the work in accordance with 
such plan with increasing activity 
and range until long after this in- 
vestigation was begun. 

“Acting upon the theory that the 
two greatest public opinion form- 
ing agencies of the present and fu- 
ture generations are the press and 
schools, the uti.ities, in planning 
their publicity and propaganda ac- 
tivities, gave most consideration to 
contacting and exploiting these two 
agencies. Officials and State di- 
rectors were selected for their ex- 
perience, acquaintance and ability 
to make contact with. newspaper 
men and school men. 

“As to the press, the publicity ob- 
tained ran the gamut from harm- 
less utility news items to reprinting 
of ‘canned’ editorials supplied by 
the utility writers. 

“In addition to the publicity ob- 
tained through the press generally, 
the utilities carried on propoganda 
through a number of subsidized 
agencies and also sent out large 
quantities direct. Full advantage 
was taken of the good will bought 
by advertising expenditures. In a 
number of instances newspapers, or 
a controlling interest therein, were 
acquired. 

“The influence with school men 
was obtained in numerous ways. 
Some were invited to speak at util- 
ity meetings, others were engaged 
for vacation jobs, often at small re- 
muneration. Others were invited 
to sit in on committees with util- 
ity men to plan courses for utility 
studies. Others were paid to make 
studies or to write articles. Direct 
money payments, some quite large, 
were made to many educational in- 
Stitutions, including several of the 
leading universities. Surveys were 
made of text-books in use and pres- 
sure brought to bear on text-book 
publishers to eliminate matter 
deemed unfair or prejudicial by the 
utilities. The statement was frank- 
ly made that the pressure was first 
to be brought on the largest pub- 
lishers for the effect it would have 
on the smaller ones. 

“The organization chart’ of the 
National Electric Light Association 
shows that it also had various 
committees for contact and co-oper- | 
ation with other industries and 
with many associations.

FAVORABLE RESULI 
IN TUBERCULOSIS TES} 


Convicts Who Took Preven- 
tive Serum Show No 
Sign of Disease. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Dec. 11.—Gov. Ed C. 
Johnson has disclosed that experi- 
ments with Colorado convicts dur- 
ing which a tuberculosis preventive 
serum was tested seemingly are a 
success. 

In medical circles there were re- 
ports the formal announcement of 


the results would be made public 
soon. 

Doctors of the National Jewish 
Hospital here, who developed the 
serum during experiments which 
took 15 years, adhered to their poli- 
cy of silence, but indicated to offi- 
cials at the Colorado prison, where 
tests were made, that they have no 
doubt of the success of the pre- 
ventive. 


Two convicts, who gambled their 
lives in the tests against a chance 
at freedom, probably will be par- 
doned early in January, Gov. John- 
son said yesterday. 

Both in Good Health. 

These men, Carl Erickson and 
Mike Schmidt, were first given the 
serum last April. Then millions of 
tuberculosis bacilli were injected 
into their blood. 


Prison officials said both were in 
good health today and that they 
had shown no signs of the disease. 

Denver tuberculosis experts said 
the injections of the bacilli were 
sufficient to “impair the health of 
an ordinary person” and that if the 
two convicts had not contracted tu- 
berculosis by this time the serum 
could be considered a success, 

Gov. Johnson said that in his 
agreement with the convicts who 
volunteered for the tests it was pro- 
vided the men should gain their 
freedom when the physicians had 
completed the experiments. At the 
prison it was said the doctors plan 


one more examination of the two 
convicts before releasing them.

Bernard Kiel and Jesse Flowers, 
drivers for the Perry-Higgins 
|; Laundry, reported they were beat- 
en by six men, who stopped the 
laundry truck at Eastgate and En- 
right avenues. 

In an advertisement addressed, 
“To Customers,” the spokesman for 
the 50 laundries and linen supply 
houses affected by the strike today 
announced that service would be 
maintained as usual. Concerning 
the questions in dispute the adver- 
tisement says: “The closed shop 
would be unfair to workers in the 
industry, for there are many who 
do not belong to any union organ- 
ization and who have no desire to 
join. The closed shop has no direct 
bearing on wages and hours, except 
as a club in the hands of union la- 
bor. This demand we cannot grant.” 

Discussing demands for changes 
in wages and commission, the own- 
ers say in the advertisement that 
they have made sacrifices to keep 
wages and payrolls at present levels, 
and that general business con- 
ditions offer no justrfication for a 
wage increase, 

Laundries involved in the strike 
are: Aalco, Acme, Anchor, Bass & 
Son, Bright & Free, Broadway, Cas- 
cade Wet Wash, Colonial, Delmar, 
Excelsior Leader, Family, Grand,

Twenty-two laundries have signed 
agreements with the union, accord- 
ing to union leaders, who today es- 
timated that 300 of the 537 men in 
Local No. 366 were on strike. The 
laundry drivers made no demand 
for changes in hours or guaranteed 
wages, $20 a week, asking only that 
commissions be at the rate of 12% 
per cent on business in excess of 
$100 weekly, instead of 10 per cent 
on business exceeding $150 a week. 
Linen supply drivers asked for an 
increase of $2 weekly, to $30, with 
a five-day instead of a six-day 
week, and no change in commis- 
sions. 

Murphy explained that the union 
demands were subject to “trading,” 
but conferences with laundry own- 
ers stalled on the question of the 
preferential contract and financial 
phases were discussed only briefly. 

“The very employers, who object 
most strenuously to a closed shop 
for labor, have a closed shop of 
their own, the St. Louis Laundry 
Board of Trade,” Murphy said.

PWA LOAN AND GRANT 
FOR SHREWSBURY SEWERS 


$107,000 Allotted to Town for $195,- 

000 Project; Taxes to Be 
Levied for Rest. 
Allotment of a loan and grant of 
$107,000 to Shrewsbury for a sewer 
aystem was announced by the PWA 
at Washington yesterday. The town 
had requested a loan of $65.000, to 
be secured by a bond issue in that 
sum voted a year ago, and a grant 
of $48,720. 

Cost of the system is estimated 
at about $195,000, said Roland Hor- 
ton, consulting engineer for the 
town. The balance of about $88,000 
will be levied in specia) tax bills 
against benefited property owners. 
Horton explained that a complete 
system of trunk line sanitary sewers 
and laterals, with sufficient capacity 
to permit connection of downspouts, 
and with provision for handling gen- 
eral storm water at some main 
points, would be built. 

Shrewsbury, a residential town 
with an area of about 500 acres, is 
south of Webster Groves and west 
of St. Louis. It has prorosed to 


pay St. Louis for the privilege of 
ppamnecting the two or three outlets 
|of its sewer system with the River 
'des Peres Drainage Works. This al- 
allotment was the first definite step 
by the PWA to recognize plans 
of several towns for independent 
sewer s¢¥stems, following defeat of

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SCHOOLS NEED 
7000000 10 
PAY TEACHER 


This Means Average of 
Only $60 a Month for 
Customary Term, Feder- 
al Official Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Schools 
in 23 states need $21,000,000 if they 
are to operate their customary 
terms this year and pay their teach- 
ers salaries averaging only $60 a 
month, the National Council of 
State Superintendents and Commis- 
sioners of Education was told yes- 
terday by Dr. Howard Dawson, 
school financial consultant of the 
Federal Education Office. 

He estimated $75,000,000 would be 
required if teachers were paid their 
present salaries—averaging $75 for 
elementary and $100 monthly for 
secondary schools—and if schools 
were operated at least eight months 
of the year. Many of the needy 
schools now run only three months 
a year. , 

Earlier in the day the State edu- 
cation officials had called on the 
Government:to appropriate $50,000,- 
000 to help provide normal school 
terms in districts needing financial 
assistance. 

$14,000,000 Given Last Year. 

Dr. Dawson said that last year 
33 states were given about $14,000,- 
000 by the Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration for school relief. He 
listed these states as still needing 
aid: Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, 
Colorado, Florida, Mississippi, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, Ohio, Okla- 
homa, Oregon, South Dakota, Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Washington, Wiscon- 
sin, Georgia, Idaho, Montana, Kan- 
sas, West Virginia, Minnesota and 
Virginia. 

Surveys covering the last seven 
of these have not been finished. 
Final figures for the other 16, how- 
ever, disclose 30,955 schools with 2,- 
828,087 pupils requiring relief. Of 
these, 30,186 with 2,230,721 pupils are 
in rural areas. 

Dawson said that Arkansas, Colo- 
rado, North and South Dakota, Tex- 
as and Washington all had schools 
with absolutely no funds with which 
to start the current season. The to- 
tal for the six states was 585 schools 
with 56,000 pupils and 17,000 teach- 
ers. 

Lee Notes Improvement. 

Despite these reports, Charles A. 
Lee, Missouri school superintendent 
and president of the Council of 
State School Executives, reported 
that results of a questionnaire 
showed that “general conditions in 
schools this year are improved 
over last year.” 

Lee noted an improvement in 
Teachers’ salaries, qualifications 
and morale and an increase in the 
number employed. Enrollments 
also were larger. 

In contrast, Lee said, “State and 
local support will be improved only 
slightly, if at all,” and “the need for 
Federal aid will be greater.” 

. Criticism of the FERA. 

Some state educators criticised 
school aid operations of the Relief 
Administration. Only three states 
have been allotted relief funds to 
date this year for needy schools. 
These are the two Dakotas’ and 
Arkansas, where the drouth of the 
last summer added to financial 
worries. 

I. D. Weeks, head of the South 
Dakota schools, and W. E. Phipps 
of Arkansas, said that while the 
mioney had been promised, teach- 
ers had been working four months 
and not drawn a pay check. 

Dr. L. R. Alderman, director of 
the FERA education program, as- 
sured them the money would. be 
forthcoming and suggested that it 
would be a good idea for the state 
Governors to ask for it. 

John Vaughan of Oklahoma and 
others coraplained that FERA de- 
clined to pay teachers unless they 
were relief cases. 


COURT DISMISSES GNE SUIT

She Had Sought to Set Aside Con- 
tract Giving Stock to Her 
Brother. 

A suit filed by Mrs. Helen Hus- 
sey Bailey of New York, seeking to 
set aside a contract made in 1928. 
which gave her brother, Robert 
Hussey, 879 shares of stock in the 
Houston Wood Preserving Co. for 
acting as its president, was dis- 
missed yesterday by Circuit Judge 
Ryan. 

The suit also asked for an ac- 
counting and that the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. be named as sole 
trustee of a trust created by her 
father, Dennis Hussey, head of 4 
lumber and tie firm, who died in 
1927. 

Mrs. Bailey’s mother, Mrs. Ten- 
nie Hussey, is a co-trustee, but the 
daughter alleged she was under the 
domination of Robert Hussey. The 
latter contended he was “experi- 
enced in the business of the com- 
pany and the stock was given him 
as an inducement to obtain his 
services. 

Mrs. Bailey, wife of James f.. 
Bailey, has another suit pending 
before Circuit Judge Calhoun, seek- 
ing an accounting of a $1,000,000 
trust estate also created by her fa- 
ther. In that, suit is alleged, the 
trustees, Mrs. Hussey and her 
sons, Robert and Nolen Hussey, 
were negligent in lending $400,000 
to a firm which Robert formed and 
likewise lending $25,000 to Nolen 
Hussey. 

The defense denied allegations of 
mismanagement, asserting the 
business practices of the elder Hus- 
sey were pursued by them in the 


management of the trust.

SUN RAYS THAT STUNT 
GROWTH DISCOVERED 


Explanation of Why Plants 
Bend Toward the Light 
Is ‘Found. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — Dis- 
covery of two new rays from the 
sun which make plants bend to- 
ward the light was announced to- 
day by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

These light rays, one blue and 
the other blue-green, have the pow- 
er of rendering inactive the growth- 
stimulating substance of plants, 
sometimes known as “auxin.” By 
stopping growth on one side of a 
plant’s stem, these rays and some 
others cause the plant to bend. 

The discovery, says the Smith- 
sonian, is “of extreme importance 
in the whole scheme of things, 
since the life of the animal world 
(including man), depends upon 


plant growth.’

DOCTOR TELLS STORY 
UF QUINTUPLETS BIRTH 


3000 Persons in New York 
Hear Physician Describe 
“Nightmare.” 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Dr. Al- 
lan Roy Dafoe, the obscure country 
doctor who has achieved fame 
for his successful fight to keep the 
five Dionne quintuplets alive, stood 
before an audience of 3000 persons 
in Carnegie Hall last night and 
told in simple language the story 
of the famous girls. 

Early in the morning of May 28 
he answered a hurry call to the 
Dionne home, he related, and found 
the house in confusion, with no 
preparation, “except a tea-kettle 
boiling on the stove.” 

“I was astonished to find two 
babies had already been born, and 
a third was arriving,” he related. 
Two neighbors were acting as mid- 
wives and doing excellent work. 
The father had disappeared. I 
scrubbed up in the best way avail- 
able and took over the situation.” 

He told how the last two babies 
were born in “angel’s veil” or caul 
covering them and remarked that 
in olden times such an incident 
was supposed to bring good luck. 

“Unreal and Dreamlike.” 

He said he had been sleepy from 

a previous obstetrical case that

night and the whole incident ap- 
peared to be “unreal and dream- 
like,” but he attended to the babies 
mechanically. 

“The attendants told me after- 
wards,” he said, “that my eyes 
were bulging and with the arrival 
of each baby my only word was 
‘gosh,’ with ascending inflection.” 

He didn’t think the babies could 
live so he baptised them and then, 
alarmed at the mother’s condition, 
he hurri€d away for a priest, a dis- 
tance of two and a half miles. The 
mother improvéd so rapidly, how- 
ever, that within three hours she 
was out of danger. 

Dr. Dafoe said that’ during these 
hours the babies were almost for- 
gotten, but their kitten-like cries 
reminded him of their presence. 
They were wrapped in heated bian- 
kets and placed in an ordinary 
butcher’s basket, 

“The first week was a night- 
mare,” he said, “with frequent 
alarms and innumerable trips sand- 
wiched between my other calls. The 
babies needed constant supervision 
and frequent stimulation to arouse 
them out of their attacks of suffo- 
cation.” 


How News Got Out. 


News of the now famous birth 
was first given to the outside world 
when an uncle of the babies in- 
quired hesitatingly of a North Bay 
newspaper the cost of a “five-in-a- 
row birth notice,” the doctor said, 
and from that time on equipment 
and supplies kept pouring into the 
Dionne home. 

Dr. Dafoe said that early in the 
fall each baby in turn developed a 
severe type of intestinal toxemia 
“which gave me many anxious mo- 
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ments,” but when the babies were 
removed to the tiny hospital es- 
pecially built for them the yshowed 
decided improvement. 

“One would hardly recognize now 
the babies of two months ago, he' 
said. “Their faces have filled out, 
their eyes sparkle, their legs are 
straight and plump, their tummies 
are in good proportion and these 
happy little souls are taking on the 
rotund appearance of little pup- 
pies.” 

Dr. Dafoe will fly to Washington 
tomorrow and later will go to Bal- 
timore where he will be the guest 
of Johns Hopkins University. 

Last night, after his talk, he went 
to a Broadway night club and said 
he had a “swell time.” .

Figure Given in Testimony 
on Trustees’ Refusal to 
Continue Annual Pay- 
ments Under ‘Will. 


The question of whether John I. 
Beggs intended that his estate 
should pay $10,000 annually to each 
of his grandchildren, even after 
they reached the age at which sub- 
stantial lump payments are to be 


made to them under the terms of 
his will, was taken under advise- 
ment today by Circuit Judge Ryan. 

Trustees for the estate of the 
public utilities promoter, valued a 
few years ago at $50,000,000, and 
now producing an annual income of 
$500,000 a year, according to testi- 
mony adduced at the hearing, have 
declined to continue these $10,000 
annual payments, pending a ruling 
by the court on the point. 

John I. Beggs McCulloch, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard McCulloch, 
4394 Westminster place, received 
$50,000 from the estate last year 
when he became 25 years old, and 
since then has not received the 
usual $10,000 annual allowance. A 
friendly suit filed by him against 
the trustees, who are his father, 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., and 
Lawrence A. Olwell, Milwaukee at- 
torney, presented the problem to 
the court. 

Terms of Beggs’ Will. 

Mr. Beggs died in 1925 leaving his 
estate in trust for his daughter, 
Mrs. McCulloch, and her three chil- 
dren, John, now 26 years old; 
Robert, who is 24, and Mary Sue, 
21-year-old wife of Whipple Van 
Ness Jones. 

Each of the grandchildren ‘s to 
receive $50,000 at the afe of 25; 
$100,000 at 30; $350,000 at 35, and a 
full share of the estate at 40. Mean- 
time Mrs. McCulloch, who receives 
an annual income of $30,000 from 
the estate, has been drawing an ad- 
ditional $10,000 for each of her 
children. 

Daniel N. Kirby, attorney for the 
trustees, informed the court they 
had no doubt that Mr. Beggs in- 
tended the $10,000 annual payments 
to each of the children should be 
continued, but that the will was not 
explicit on that point and the ftrus- 
tees felt they should have instruc- 
tion from the court. 

“T think there is considerable 
doubt as to whether that was his 
intention,” Judge Ryan said. ‘‘Per- 
haps he had in mind that large 
sums of money might not be good 
for young people. The will seems 
to indicate that he did not want 
them to have too much at any one 
time.” 

Income Added to Principal. 

James H. Grover, president of 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., testified 
in response to the court’s inquiry 
that the income of the estate is 
about $500,000 a year, most of 
which reverts back to the princi- 
pal, since the beneficiaries have 
drawn only $60,000 a year, except 


Gy for the $50,000 payment last year 


to John McCulloch. 

Mr. and Mrs. McCulloch testified 
in support of John’s contention that 
he should continue to get the $10,- 
000 a year. He is at present. in 
Greece, with his wife, they said, 
studying languages and social and 
political conditions. After being 
graduated in 1930 from Yale, where 
he won a Phi Beta Kappa key for 
scholarship, John studied for a time 
in Germany, made a trip around 
the world, and put in a year at Ox- 
ford before going to Greece, they 
said. 

McCulloch said Mr. Beggs hoped 
John would enter the field of di- 
plomac:’ or politics, and in either 
of these would need the $10,000 a 
year, so Mr. Beggs must have in- 
tended him to have it. 

Mrs. McCulloch’s Testimony. 


Mrs. McCulloch said her father 
“adored” his grandchildren, and 
would want to provide for them 


amply. If her daughter, on becom- 
ing 25, should use her $50,000 to 
build a home, Mrs. McCulloch point- 
ed out, she would have no income 
from that money and could draw 
nothing from the estate for another 
five years, unless the $10,000 annual 
allowance were continued. 

Robert McCulloch, the parents 
mentioned, is working as a mechan- 
ical engineer in Milwaukee, having 
been graduated from Leland Stan- 
ford University with a degree in 
that subject. He was married, Sept. 
8, to Miss Barbara Ann Briggs, at 
Pine Lake, Wis.

Coast .lumbermen attacked price- 
fixing provisions of the lumber code 
as “impracticable and unworkable” 
at a public hearing before NRA to- 
day, and demanded their abolition. 

H. W. Bunker of San Francisco, 


representing the Lumbermen’s Fixed 
Price Repeal Association, asserted 
price fixing had added to the in- 
dustry’s financial distress, which, 
he said, far antedated NRA. He 
declared the industry had been de- 
veloped far beyond the consump- 
tive demand for years. 

“The quack remedies for any 
over-developed industries,” he said, 
“are price fixing, production con- 
trol and birth control.” 

In answer to the opponents’ ar- 
gument to the request for repeal of 
price fixing, that such a step would 
cause collapse of the lumber mar- 
ket, Bunker asserted labor and ma- 
terials were so high the price struc- 
ture could not collapse. 

A. E. McIntosh of the Seaboard 
Lumber Co. of Seattle asserted: 
“Price fixing in our division proved 
impracticable and unworkable.”

FAVORS ALTERING 
ECONOMIC SYSTEM 


Dr..J. M. Yand Says It Will 
Take Several Depressions to 
Make People See Need of It. 


Dr. James M. Yard of the de- 
partment of political science of 
Northwestern University, Chicago, 
said in an address last night that 
it would take several depressions to 
make the people change our pres 
ent economic system by an intelli- 
gent vote. He spoke before the 
League for Industrial Democracy 
at Soldan High School. 

Discussing the depression and 
predicting that it would remain in 
some degree until a change was 
made in the economic system, he 
mentioned two possibilities of 
change—revolution and by vote. He 
did not see much hope in either, 
first because the army is too strong 
for revolutionary proposals to thrive 
and, second, because of the lack of 
intelligent voting. 

After saying it would take sev- 
eral depressions to bring the peo- 
ple to the point of an intelligent 
vote, he added that meanwhile 
President Roosevelt would do his 
best to preserve the capitalistic 
profit system.

During the past two years 
there have been uppermost in 
our minds the problems of feed- 
ing and clothing the destitute, 
making secure the foundations 
of our agricultural, industrial 
and financial structures, and re- 
leasing and directing the vital 
forces that make for a healthy 
national life. As a component 
part of the large objective we 
include our constant struggle 
to safeguard ourselves against 
the attacks of the lawless and 
the criminal elements of our 
population. 

Relentlessly and without com- 
promise the Department of Jus- 
tice has moved forward in its 
major offensive against these 
forces. With increasing effec- 
tiveness, state and local agen- 
cies are directing their efforts 
toward the achievement of law 
enforcement; and with them, in 
more marked degree than ever 
before, the Federal Government 
has worked toward the common 
objective. 

It is a privilege to pay trib- 
ute to the men and women 
who, in many capacities, offi- 
cial and otherwise, have con- 
tributed to our growing success. 

To a much greater extent 
than is generally realized our 
law enforcement officers 
throughout the country have 
rendered devoted, conscientious 
and effective service, often un- 
der exasperating and hazardous 
circumstances. 


Handicaps of Enforcement. 

Their effectiveness has, un- 
fortunately, been impaired be- 
cause of inadequate organiza- 
tion, unscientific administration 
and lack of public support and 
understanding. In many in- 
stances, we may as well frank- 
ly admit, bandits have been bet- 
ter equipped and better organ- 
ized than have the officials who 
are supposed to keep them in 
check. This is particularly true 
because of the lack of co-ordina- 
tion between local agencies 
within the states. 

It is, also, contributed to in 
serious measure by the lack of 
facilities for training skilled 
men for the work of detection, 
apprehension and _ prosecution 
of accused persons, and by sim- 
ilar lack of facilities for the 
study and supervision of cer- 
tain types of criminals capable 
of rehabilitation. 

It is important, too, that we 
recognize clearly the increasing 
scope and complexity of the 
problem of criminal law admin- 
istration. Undoubtedly there 
are unfortunate aspects of our 
national life which seriously 
threaten the American home; 
increase the danger of juvenile 
delinquency and multiply of- 
fenses against the good order of 
society. 

The regulation of the illicit 
waffic in drugs, the prevention 
of commerce in stolen’ goods, 
and generally, the _ interstate 
character of offenses attribut- 
able to the roving criminal have 
presented national problems 
against which primitive forms 
of law enforcement are relative- 
ly powerless. 

Common Action Necessary. 

It is equally necessary that we 
realize the importance of com- 
mon action all along the line— 
starting with crime prevention 
itself and carrying this common 
action all the way through to 
prosecution and punishment. 

Effective detection of crimin- 
als may be rendered useless by 
ineffective prosecution or by 
unintelligent judicial disposi- 
tion. Beneficient and promis- 
ing procedures, such as proba- 
tion and parole, may become ac- 
tually sources of danger, if ig- 
norantly or indifferently admin- 
istered. So, too, reliance on mere 
repression cannot take the 
place of intelligent training and 
guidance of youth. 

We have come to a time when 
our need is to discover more 
fully and to direct more pur- 
posefully into useful channels 
that greatest of all natural re- 
sources, the genius of the

Expert Service Necessary. 


This can come only through 
expert service in marshalling 
the assets of home, school, 
church, community and other 
social agencies, to work in 
common purpose with our law 
enforcement agencies. We de- 
ceive ourselves when we fail to 
realize that it is an interrelated 
problem of immense difficulty. 
Scientific research, highly 
trained personnel, expert service 
are just as necessary here as in 
any field of human endeavor. To 
the extent that we provide, in- 
stead, unscientific methods, 
poorly. trained personnel and 
hit-or-miss procedures, we may 
expect bungling, heart-breaking 
results. 

I am delighted, therefore, that 
the Attorney-General has called 
you together for this confer- 
ence. The country knows that 
under his leadership we are get- 
ting better results than ever be- 
fore. 

It is heartening and reassur- 
ing to the people of the United 
States that you have gathered 
here for this purpose. They 
are looking to you for guidance 
and intelligent leadership. They 
have a right to expect from you 
a constructive program of ac- 
tion in which they as individ- 
uals, and collectively as com- 
munities. and organizations, 
may participate. It should be 
a challenge to you to respond to 
these expectations. 

Task of Conference. 

The task of this thoroughly 
representative conference is 
two-fold. 

First, I ask you to plan and 
to construct with _ scientific 
care a constantly improving 
administrative structure — a 
structure which will tie togeth- | 
er every crime preventing, law 
enforcing agency of every 
branch of government — the 
Federal Government, the 48 
state governments and all of | 
the local governments, includ- | 
ing counties, cities and towns. | 

Your second task is of equal | 
importance. An  administra- 
tive structure that is perfect 
will still be ineffective in its 
results unless the people of the 
United States understand the, 
larger purposes and co-operate | 
with these purposes. 

I ask you, therefore, to do. 
all in your power to interpret 
the problem of crime to the 
people of this country. They 
must realize the many impli- 
cations of that: word “crime.” 
It is not enough that they be- 
come interested in one phase 
only. At one moment popular 
resentment and anger may be| 
roused by an outbreak of some | 
particular form of crime such, | 
for example, as widespread 
banditry; or at another mo- 
ment, of appalling kidnapings; 
or at another of widespread 
drug peddling; or at another 
of horrifying lynchings. 

It is your positive duty to 
keep before the country’ the 
facts in regard to crime as a 
whole—great crimes, lesser 
crimes and little crimes — to 
build up a body of public opin- 
ion which, I regret to be com- 
pelled to say, is not in this day 
and age sufficiently active or 
alive to the situation in which 
we find ourselves. 

I want the backing of every 
man, every woman and every 
adolescent child in every state 
of the United States and in 
every county of every state— 
their backing for what you and 
the officers of law and order 
are trying to accomplish. 

The sustained interest and 
assistance of the organizations 
here represented can become a 
public service of high signifi- 
cance in the social life of the 
nation—a service to which the 
American people, I am confi- 
dent, will not fail to respond.

For a Survey of City Taxation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE League of Women Voters of St. 
Louis commends your editorial, “The 
City’s Fiscal Problem,” in which you sug- 
gested the advisability of a survey of the 
city’s financial problem. 

During the many public and private dis- 
cussions of the city’s fiscal difficulties, 
the league has repeatedly maintained that 
the problem cannot be solved until an 
adequate and comprehensive study ha. 
been made by taxation experts. In re- 
sponse to a letter, Dec. 18, 1933, from 
Mayor Dickmann, in which he requested 
“some suggestions as to how taxes might 
be derived to retire the remaining 50 per 
cent of the proposed public works bond 
issue,” the league made the following 
suggestions: 

Since it is difficult to find new 
sources of taxation, research in all these 
fields of taxation—local, state and na- 
tional—is needed. It is necessary that 
the relationship between these three be 
determined in order that taxes may be- 
come more equitable. The League of 
Women Voters would be glad to co- 
operate in such a study, which we be- 
lieve should precede the assessment of 
new taxes, in order to prevent any 
serious injury to-any one source of tax- 
ation, such as real estate. 

The program of the department of gov- 
ernment and its operation of the league 
has, as one of the principal items for sup- 
port, the reform of tax systems to provide 
adequate revenue for essential govern- 
mental services through an equitable dis- 
tribution of the tax burden. 

_ We hope that those intrusted with the 
responsibility of maintaining the finances 
of the city in a sound condition will au- 
thorize, within a short time, a study of 
the whole problem of municipal taxation.

THE CRIME CONFERENCE. 

The crime conference which is being held in Wash- 
ington this week upon the initiative of Attorney- 
General Cummings comes at a time when light is 
breaking upon one of the darkest hours of the nation. 

It has taken the Federal Government to tip the 
scales in favor of law and order when the states had 
so far defaulted that the underworld was fast gain- 
ing the upper hand. After years of debate as to 
what the causes were and after incredible shadow- 
boxing by crime commissions, the Federal Govern- 
ment stepped into the field and did more in one year 
than all of the states together had done in 20. 

There is a reason why crime snapped its fingers at 
the states. It is a reason for which democracy may 
blush. Politics had so paralyzed the processes of 
justice in the states that the state courts had ceased 
to hold any terrors for criminals. As the temple of 
justice crumbled, more and more criminals poured

A SOCIAL OMISSION. 

The Yellow Cub is off the streets of St. Louis. It 
is, of course, an important unit of transportation. 
Suspension of its service, as we are now experiencing, 
is a serious public inconvenience. 

This is how it happened, as told in the news: The 
operating company was in arrears on a loan, and the 
creditor, under an attachment order issued Saturday, 
took possession of some 200 cabs and placed them 
in storage. The head of the operating company asked 
that action be delayed a few hours to give him an 
opportunity to raise the money. The request was 
refused. The whole proceeding was legal. Yet the 
public interest was involved in this transaction. It 
was utterly disregarded. 

How does the public like it? How would the public 
like it if another unit of transportation, say the 


money market. His teaching was anything but the 
orthodox kind, which is perhaps the chief reason 
why so many of his students have gone on with 
distinction in the social sciences.

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CREDIT TO THE LEAGUE. 

The great difference between the war scares of 
1914 and 1934 is the League of Nations. The League 
has proved its usefulness in the settlement it has 
reached in the Yugoslav-Hungarian controversy over 
responsibility for the assassination of King Alexan- 
der. After the participants in the Geneva conference 
had blown off steam, a general will for peace pre- 
vailed and the result was the Council’s unanimous 
adoption of the placatory resolution. 

The Austro-Serb difficulties of 1914, presenting 
many parallels to the present difficulties, were a mat- 
ter for negotiation between the two nations them- 
selves. The prevailing secrecy made it difficult for 
the other Powers to intervene for peace. The hot- 
heads on both sides prevailed, allies on both sides 
were dragged in, and the fatal spark was supplied to 
the European powder mine. In 1934, however, the 
difficulties growing out of the murder of a public 
figure are subject to open negotiations, and the ma- 
chinery exists for bringing the nations together in 
frank discussion. 

To the League’s peaceful influence must be added 
the wise decision of Yugoslavia to end the mass de- 
portations of Hungarians, which had intensified the 
anger of the Magyar Government and people. Ten- 
sion on both sides is relieved, too, by the proposal 
for an international convention to deal with cases of 
political and terrorist crimes and conspiracies which 
may lead to difficulties between nations. This will 
be an extension of League activities, and may prove 
a largely useful one at times when feelings are in- 
flamed by acts of violence. 

It is a heartening spectacle when the world’s lead- 
ing statesmen devote their energies to the cause of 
peace. Foreign Minister Laval of France spread oil 
upon the troubled waters by praising his nation’s 
ally, Yugoslavia, because it had not, “as others did 
20 years ago, taken the law into its own hands, but 
had turned to Geneva.” Capt. Anthony Eden of En- 
gland invoked the aid of League members by re- 
minding of “the heavy responsibility upon all of us 
at this council table.” Italy, while leaning toward 
Hungary, kept the parley on an even balance by fa- 
voring orderly procedure in the controversy. The 
smaller nations, as well, exerted efforts for smooth- 
ing the difficulty. 

It is undoubtedly true, as Dr. Benes of Czecho- 
Slovakia said, that were there no League of Nations, 
a Yugoslav-Hungarian war would now be a “dolorous 
and horrible reality.”

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PROF. JOHN R. COMMONS. 

The University of Wisconsin and the Wiscon- 
sin State Government, only a mile apart in a 
small city, have been a focus, unique among the 
states, for instruction, research, extension, eco- 
nomics, class conflict and politics. 


Writing thus in his remarkable life story, “Myself,” 
John R. Commons, professor emeritus of economics 
in the University of Wisconsin, calls attention to 
the outstanding instance of an educational institu- 
tion and a center of government working together to- 
ward a more abundant life for the rank and file. It 
would have been only accurate, but npt like Prof. 
Commons, if he had identified himself as probably 
the most important link in bringing the institutions 
on Madison’s two hills into complementary relation- 
ship. 

For the fact is that John Rogers Commons, in 
quiet retirement in his study above lovely Lake 
Mendota, looks back on a career which has joined 
theoretical and applied or “institutional” economics, 
to use his term, to a rare degree. As reported recent- 
ly in the Post-Dispatch, he drafted an 
ment insurance bill for every session of the Wiscon- 
sin Legislature from 1921 on; the present law in 
that State, the first of its kind in the Union, is the 
result of his persevering efforts. But this is only 
one of his many governmental achievements. 

Almost as soon as Prof. Commons joined the Wis- 
consin faculty in 1904, the elder La Follette put him 
to work writing bills. Through the years, his classes 
discussed the topics he was working on—whether 
civil service, public utility regulation, arbitration of 
industrial disputes, immigration, conditions in the 
steel industry, efficiency in municipal management,

Is there a rhythm in the 
sense for international order that follows 
the business cycle?

But one need waste no satire on this naive 
optimism. The world, during this interval of 
Slump, has reorganized itself permanently 
on the new basis of relative self-sufficiency. 
The preferences hastily negotiated at Otta- 
wa will one day be revised, but few would 
doubt that the British Empire is perma- 
nently on a basis of preferential trade. 

Let us look a little more closely at the 
economic background that influenced the 
Wilsonian liberal. He got it from Adam 
Smith, and he could cite, to justify the the- 
ory of that sage, a whole century of cumula- 
tive experience that seemed to confirm his 
reasoning. Throughout the nineteenth cen- 
tury and for some years of the twentieth, the 
international division of labor was on the 
whole the dominant fact in the world’s pro- 
duction and exchange. 

The general rule was specialization. Hu- 
man aptitudes, climate, soil, and the tricks 
of geology in scattering coal, iron and oil] un- 
evenly over the earth, did tend to distribute 
to this people an advantage in textile man- 
ufacture, to another the supremacy in heavy 
industry, while the rest devoted themselves 
to the raising of the appropriate crop. This 
was the basis of the economic interdepend- 
ence on which the liberal relied when he 
declared that political federation, or some 
approach to it, must one day reflect the 
world-wide cosmos of trade.

S HALL we comfort ourselves with the re- 


This background has changed so rapidly 
under our eyes that few of us have grasped 
its political implications. Certainly machin- 
ery drives us. But its trend is not toward in- 
terdependence and the subdivision of the 
world’s labor. We know what the growing 
automatism of machinery means within our 
own frontiers. It is breaking down the old 
division between the skilled and the un- 
skilled. But have we grasped its interna- 
tional significance? 

Ten years ago, the Lancashire weaver 
laughed proudly at the suggestion that a 
Bombay “native” could compete with him. 
He laughs no longer. With the automatic 
loom, the human factor has become negli- 
gible. Generations of inherited skill go for 
— intelligence and stamina count for 

ttle, 

In varying degrees, the same ‘hing is true 
over the whole range of manufacturing in- 
dustry. In proportion as automatism 
spreads, the advantages of international spe- 
cialization vanish. There are stil) differen- 
tial factors—skilled management and scien- 
tific organization—but these, too, tend to 
even out, and often favor the upstart in- 
dustry. 

Nor is this all. The replacement of steam 
power by electricity has emancipated indus- 
try from the shackles of geology. Proxim- 
ity to a coal field is no longer indispensable. 


The pace at which various regions and peo- 
ples take advantage of the new conditions 
varies indefinitely, but the general tendency 
is clear enough. Science and mechanism 
are bringing us rapidly back to the state 
of the early civilizations, in which every vil- 
lage had its own smith, its own weaver and 


its potter. The unit, however, is not the 
village, it is the national state, or the 
empire. 

“Your case,” the reader may object, “is 


plausible, if you confine your attention to 
manufacture, but what of foodstuffs and 
raw materials? You cannot grow cotton in 
Lancashire, or draw gasoline from London 
clay.”

Here admittedly the change is slower, but 
here also the tendency is apparent, and poli- 
tics can speed it up. Napoleon’s Continen- 
tal blockade led to the invention of beet 
sugar. The blockade of Germany has al- 
ready produced some textile substitutes 
much advertised at the Leipzig fair. The 
doubt as to whether the Suez Canal can be 
kept open in the next world war caused the 
British Admiralty to foster the experimental 
distillation of fuel oil from coal. 

Two or three ways’ are known hy 
which synthetic rubber can be produced 
It wants only the fear of a blockade, or 
an Admiral’s doubt whether he can keep 
the sea roads open, for research to turn 
with all its ingenuity to the perfecting of 
one of them. Cotton retreats steadily be- 
fore artificial silk. Cobden would have 
drawn two lines across the map of the world, 
and argued that Providence had legislated 
for free trade in wheat, since its profitable 
growth was possible only within them. The 
plant breeders have widened the wheat belt 
miraculously since his day. The Russians 
have found that they can grow excellent tea 
in the valleys of the Caucasus, 

There are limits perhaps to this process 
of adaptation and substitution. But one 
may fairly conclude that if one cares to pay 
for self-sufficiency, the chemists and the 
botanists will work for it ag ardently us 
ever the navigators and the conquistadores 
worked to ransack the Indies for exotic 
spices and precious fabrics. 

Ts this, then, the economic background 
that explains why Geneva’'s light grows dim 
and armaments tend to increase? On the 
day when the ‘first car equipped with syn- 
thetic rubber tires is propelled by distilled 
coal gasoline to the portals of the Palace on 
Peace, it May as well shut its doors. There 
are those, indeed, who say in Europe, as in 
America, that this economic isolation will 
herald a new age of innocence. Lacking for 
nothing, each within his borders, what 
grounds can we have for disputation with 
our neighbors? Sancta simplicitas!

That Tombridge Heave. 


HAT 57-yard dass thrown by 

Tombridge of Cleveland High 
School against Wac. which re- 
sulted in a touchdown, may turn 
out to be the record for inter- 
scholastic football, alfthougn the 
figures at this writing are not 
available to prove it. 

The football guide, however, dis- 
closes that there were only seven 
forward passes resulting in touch- 
downs made by college players, 
for distances exceeding that of 
Tombridge. 

Fifty-seven yards is a mighty 
heave, both as concerns distance 
and accuracy. Nor was it an ac- 
cident, for this St. Louis youth is 
noted for his passing ability. 
What an asset he should be when 
he attains collegiate football stat- 
ure.

The Longest Scoring Pass. 


HE football record names a 

pass made by Bradbury Rob- 
inson of St. Louis University in 
the year 1906—the first season in 
which passes were legal—as the 
longest on record. 

That throw, made by Robinson 
and received by Jack Schneider 
in a game against Kansas, is list- 
ed as 87 yards, which was within 
23 yards of being the length of 
the field that day, 110 yards. 

The next best scoring throw 
was credited to Brick Muller, 70 
yards, when Brick was helping 
California against Ohio State. 

Muller’s throw is well authen 
ticated, but doubt still lingers 
about the Robinson heave. Not 
that Robinson could not have 
thrown the ball that far, but this 
writer, who reported the game, 
has no recollection of an actual 
toss of that distance, although 
long passes were being thrown 
all over the field that day, which 
saw Kansas defeated, 32 to 2, by 
the Blue and White. There was 
a good reason for long forward 
passes at that time, because the 


rules then prescribed that a 
grounded forward pass went to 
the enemy at the point where it 
fell and therefore had all the ef- 
fect of kick, even if it failed! 

It seems probable in Robinson’s 
case that the statistics figured 
in Schneider’s run, together with 
the actual flight of the pass, in 
arriving at the grand total of 
yardage.

Year Book Says 48 Yards. 


NE reason for doubting the 

“official” figure is the fact 
that the 1907 year book of St. 
Louis University contains an il- 
lustration of this play, showing 
Robinson throwing the ball and 
Schneider receiving. Over the il- 
lustration is the caption: 

“The Forward Pass Record in 

Game, 48 Yards.” 

Underneath the pictures of the 
pass pair is a photo of the teams 
in action at Sportsman’s Park. 
Under the whole layout is the 
line: “Kansas U. vs. St. Louis U., 
Nov. 3, 1906. Score, Kansas U. 2, 
St. Louis U. 32.” 

The text describing the game 
in the year-book makes no ref- 
erence to any 87-yard pass, but 
contains a paragraph reading 
“The record pass of the season 
was made, Robinson hurling the 
ball 48 yards to Schneider.” 


To emphasize this testimony a 
Los Angeles newspaper, in inter- 
viewing Dr. Frank Acker, one of 
the famous backfield stars of 
that historic eleven, quotes him 
as saying, in part: 

“Not that it was Improbable, 
although I do not remember Rob- 
inson having tossed passes of 
more than 50 yards from the line 
of scrimmage. My recollection is 
that I received one pass that 
measured 68 yards, from Robin- 
son in a game against Nebraska.” 

And that’s the evidence in the 
case against the 87-yard pass rec-

It’s Risky Business. 


ORWARD passing continues 

to grow as a factor in college 
football, but the extension of 
its use into the once forbidden 
ground of a team’s own territory, 
is harvesting some _ undesirable 
results. 


Each week-end has developed 
several instances of games hav- 
ing been lost through the inter- 
ception of passes thrown too close 
to the attacking team’s own goal 
line. 

Under the old play-it-close-to- 
the-vest system, to throw a pass 
in your own territory, except late 
in the game and when hopelessly 
behind, was unthinkable. 

Today professiona: teams heave 
passes any time or place—and 
frequently pay the penalty. The 
conservatives give them the “I 
told you so” razzberry now and 
then. 


The Gunners lost another game 
through these tactics, last Sun- 
day, when Morrison snatched a 
Gunner toss out of the air well 
inside the Gunner territory, and 
ran for a touchdown that was 
sufficient to give Brooklyn its

tunities for scientific research,” he 
said. 

Henry L. Stimson, former Secre- 
tary of State, warned against “hys- 
terical” sentimentalism in treating 
crime, and Patrick J. Hurley, for- 
mer Secretary of War, called on 
every citizen to do his share. 


Elimination of “political pressure” 
was described before the conference 
today by J. Edgar Hoover, head of 
the Department of Justice’s Bureau 
of Investigation, as a necessity if 
gangs are to be permanently exter- 
minated. 

Hoover suggested establishment 
of a national teletype or radio 
broadcast system of police com- 
munication, and a national training 
school for law enforcement offi- 
cers. 

The conference adopted a reso- 
lution calling upon all social agen- 
cies dealing with youth to direct 
their efforts specifically to the pre- 
vention of crime by training youths 
for citizenship. A program was ad- 
vocated centered on education in 
the “home, school, church, commun- 
ity and other social agencies and 
to arouse in youth an attitude of 
active antagonism and abhorrence 
of crime and criminals as enunci-' 
ated by President Roosevelt.” 


ONE-DAY STRIKE OF TEACHERS 


(Pa.) Group Assured of 
Part of Back Pay.

SCRANTON, Pa., Dec. 11. —Sixty- 
eight school teachers of Jessup, 
who struck because eight months’ 
salary was unpaid, returned to their 
classrooms today. Assured by the 
School Board that they would re- 
ceive $27,000 of the money due 
them, they voted last night to call 
off the strike after an absence from 
their teaching of one day. 

The borough tax collector 
promised the School Board $27,000, 
which will pay for three of the 
eight months. An emergency appro- 
priation of $30,000 has been made 
by the State Department of Public 
Instruction, but the teachers and 
the board agree there is a question 
whether it may be used for back 
salaries or must apply to current 
payrolls.

'§N designing a house, Mr. F. Ray 
I cetnakuenier feels that only the 
spirit of a style need be main- 
tained. Aslavish adherence to prece- 
dent is unnecessary. Therefore, as 
his contribution to this series of 
houses done by well-known St. Louis 
architects he has designed what he 
terms a “semi-formal” house, rath- 
er than one based on any specific 
traditional style. 
“Too much stress is laid on the 
importance of style in building,” 
‘Mr. Leimkuehler feels. “As a mat- 
ter of fact, character and good 
planning are much more important 
than style. A good plan will go a 
long way toward making a good 
elevation.” 

And certainly a brief study of the 
plans he has drawn will bear out 
‘this theory, for they are adaptable 
to a number of architectural styles. 
|In this instance, ‘the house has been 
designed in the spirit of the Direc- 
'toire because of St. Louis’ early 
| background. With some modifica- 
|tions the plans might be developed 
‘in any one of a variety of styles. 

“As the only limitation in design- 
ing this house was that it should 
cost about $12,000 to build, I have 
chosen to assume that it may he 
built on a half acre lot in the coun- 
ty,” Mr. Leimkuehler stated. “Being 
a stickler for vistas, I have chosen 
this large a lot because it permits 


certain treatments in the interior 


which would be difficult to achieve 
on a smaller piece of property.”

: | ground level, three steps lead up to

Eczema Cause 


Frequently Skin Troubles 
Come From Eggs, Bread, 
Spinach or Potatoes.

CZEMA of the skin of the face 
EF and hands, and sometimes of 

the whole body, in infants, is 
a distressing and not uncommor 
condition. In most cases it disap- 
pears after the age of 2 years, but 
this is not always true. About one 
out of every five cases the patients 
continue to have more or less trou- 
ble up to the age of 10 or 12 years, 
especially in such places on the 
skin as behind the knees and in the 
elbows. 
Most of the cases are certainly 
due to sensitiveness to foods of 
some kind, and the reason that 
they improve is probably that an 
immunity develops to the foods, or, 
in other words, that they lose their 
sensitivity. It seems unfortunate 
that it is the common foods which 
are responsible for the condition— 
frequently eggs, milk, bread, spin- 
ach, potatoes or tomatoes, 

In order to make the diagnosis 
it is common to use skin tests, that 
is, to inject extracts of the foods 
under the patient’s skin, and see 
whether an area of irritation ap- 
pears. But in certain cases such 
Skin tests are not reliable. In cases 
where no positive reactions are ob- 
tained to a large number of foods, 
the cure of the condition will de- 
pend on the careful observation 
made by the mother or nurse of the 
condition of the infant’s skin. In 
other words, tedious dietetic exper- 
iments have to be performed in 
which food is removed from the 
diet for several days, and the skin 
watched to see whether it improves 
or not. 

In one case known to me, the 
skin reactions to food apparently 
gave no helpful hint. The mother 
of the infant then began selecting 
the diet very carefully and watch- 
ing results. She would have one set 
of foods for a week, and if the skin 
improved she would add some other 
foods. If the skin got worse she 
concluded that the foods added the 
second week were responsible. In 
the course of about three months 
she managed to run all the guilty 
offenders to earth. She found that 
whenever the baby had any orange 
juice, tomatoes, sugar, white flour, 
chocolate, egg or apple, she imme- 
diately broke out. 

Queer things crop up in respect 
to these things. For instance, the 
baby can eat a raw apple, but can’t 
eat a cooked apple. Combined with 
this there is a tendency to be irri- 
tated by wool, so that her blankets 
have to be covered with linen which 
is basted in place. | 

It would look as if the elimination | 

of so many articles from the diet | 
would create a serious nutritional 
problem, but, as a matter of fact, 
the child, living on skimmed milk, 
vegetables, except the ones men- 
tioned, cereals, except wheat ce- 
reals, meats, buttermilk and cottage 
cheese, is maintaining weight very 
well indeed. 
. Upsets will occur. The _ child 
went along for several weeks lately 
without a single bit of skin erup- 
tion, and then all of a sudden actu- 
ally became aflame, and it was dis- 
covered that at a playmate’s house 
she had eaten two or three cookies 
with sugar on them.

Neither North nor South holds 
anything outstanding in the way of 
cards. North's hand is much bet- 
ter, distributionally, than South's 
hand, but East might easily have 
bought the hand for a small partial 
in hearts had West believed in 
keeping the bidding open with a 
weak hand. 

East dealt and bid one. heart. 
South passed and West passed. 
North protected with a negative 
double. After East's pass South 
was almost tempted to leave the 
double in view of the fact that 
East and West were vulnerable, but 
she, fortunately, reconsidered and 
bid one spade. West also changed 
his mind, re-entering the bidding 
with two hearts. North bid two 
spades. East went to three hearts 
and South doubled that with a 
great deal of satisfaction. North, 
now assured of the fact that South 
holds a_ strong hand, jumped to 
four spades, which East doubled. 
South felt slightly ill until the 
dummy went down. 

The opening lead was a heart, 
which was trumped in dummy. The 
king of diamonds was laid down. 
East fell for the bait, and took with 
the ace, returning another heart. 
Dummy’'s fack of spades was led 
West won with the queen. and 
pushed back a third round of 
hearts. 

At this point the dummy’s trumps 
were exhausted. Miss Collyer en- 
tered her hand with the queen of 
diamonds, and played the ace and 
another spade, throwing East in 
the lead. East was helpless. Two 
discards are assured on the set-up 
diamonds. South thus made five 
spades, doubled at four. 

Four spades cannot be defeated 
at any time, but the declarer’s task 
is rendered more difficult if East 
holds off the diamonds as he 
should.
